65, coached the junior 
varsity boy's basketball 
team in Capac for 
three years. This sea- 
son, Mike's forth, he 
became ill just before 
Christmas. Coach 
Craze passed away on 
Wednesday, December 


27, 1989. 

Coach Craze was 
born on September 9, 
1924 in Marquette. He 
and Carol Soucy were 
married on June 16, 
1951. Port Huron was 
Mike and Carol's home 
for the past 29 years. 

Mike is survived by 
his wife Carol, two 
sons, and three daugh- 
ters. There are thirteen 
grandchildren. 

Mike retired from 
the East China School 
System as a physical 
education teacher. 
One year after his re- 
tirement, he began 
coaching at Capac. 
Coach Craze's junior 
varsity team finished 
first in two occasions 
and second in the oth- 


er. 

Mr. Craze was a 
deeply loyal person. 
His firm support of 
Woody Perryman and 
Chris Huss was always 
apparent. Both Mike 
and Carol were deeply 
committed folks. 

Carol Craze kept the 
statistics at each game. 
If a scorekeeper were 
needed, she happily 
volunteered. She at- 


tended every game to 
support her husband 
and the basketball pro- 
gram. Hiring Mike as a 
coach was like getting 
two people. Carol 
Craze supported Ca- 
pac every bit as much 
as her husband, Mike. 

Coach Craze first 
coached in 1948, while 
still a senior in college. 
Following graduation, 
in 1949, he taught and 
coached in Marquette, 
Parma and New Buf- 
falo. In the fall of 1960, 
Mike began teaching 
at St. Clair Junior High 
School. He remained 
in St. Clair until retire- 
ment. 

Mike coached for 41 
years. He used his 
wealth of experience 
after retirement to en- 
hance his first love . . . 
coaching. Coach Craze 
was a fine role model, 
demonstrating often 
that he was a moral 
and ethical person. 
Some people, Mike 
would say, constantly 
talk a good game.
